The soil best suited for the culture of the Beet 
is that which is rather light, provided it is thor- 
oughly mixed with manure. If wanted very 
early, sow in hot-beds and transplant; but for 
main crop sow in the spring, as soon as the 
ground becomes fit to work, in drills 18 inches 
apart, 1 inch deep. For Winter use the Turnip 
varieties may be sown as late as June and the 
seed covered two inches. When the plants are 
3 or 4 inches in height thin out so that they 
stand 3 or 4 inches apart. Keep free from weeds 
by frequent hoeing and hand-weeding if neces- 
sary. Before freezing weather sets in the roots 
may be stored in cellars or pits, same as potatoes; 
dry earth thrown over them before the straw is 
put on insures their keeping over winter. Do 
not bruise them in handling. 

One ounce of seed will sow 50 feet of drill; 
5 to 6 pounds to the acre.

Egg-Plants should be more generally grown, for when well-grown and 


properly cooked it isa most delicious vegetable. The seeds germinate 
slowly, and therefore should be started early in flats or boxes in a strong, 
uniform heat, and kept constantly growing, because the young plants 
seldom recover if checked in their growth. Sow seeds in hot-bed or 
warm greenhouse in March or early April; if no hot-bed isat hand they 
may be grown in any light room where the temperature will average 
75 degrees. When plants are two inches high, or have formed two rough 
leaves, transplant them into beds and set three or four inches apart. 
Keep beds closed and very warm, shading from direct rays of the sun, 
and giving an abundance of water until the ground is warm and all 
danger from frost and cold nights is past, then harden the plants by 
gradual exposure to the sun and air, and increase the supply of water ; 
transplant to the open ground late in May or June, into warm, rich soil, 
two to three feet apart each way, according to the richness of the ground. 
When about a foot high draw the earth up to the stems. Care should be 
used in cutting the fruit so as not to disturb the roots of the plants. 
One ounce of seed produces about 1000 plants.

The seed should not be planted until the 
ground has become dry and warm; plant in hills six feet apart each way; old, 
well-rotted manure should be thoroughly mixed with the soil in each hill, 
and in liberal quantity. Put six to ten seeds in the hill, and, whem danger 
from insects is past, leave three or four of the strongest plants only. Musk or 


Cantaloupe Melons may also be sown in rows, that are made about six 
feet apart, and when the plants are well-up, thinned to stand in hills 
five to six feet apart, just before the plants begin torun. This method 
insures a good stand of plants in spite of the bugs. Jf the plants grow 
very rank the tips of the leading shoots should be p:nched off when 
about three feet long. Cultivate often and not deep. One ounce of 
seed will plant 60 hills; 2 to 3 pounds will sow an acre.

When properly cooked it is a good substitute for oysters in taste and flav- 
or, and is very nutritious. A most palatable vegetable; the cultivation is precisely the 
same as directed for Parsnips and Carrots. Salsify will keep finely through the Winter, in the 
ground where grown, in exactly the same manner as Parsnips. The roots are perfectly hardy; 
in fact they are best after the frost has touched them. 

When cooking, boil the roots (a small piece of codfish, which should be discarded when the 
salsify is done, boiled with them strengthens the oyster flavor); when cold, mash, and fry as 
patties or fritters. This vegetable is also good stewed, plain boiled, and also asa salad, sliced 
raw in vinegar with pepper and salt. Succeeds best, perhaps, in light, well-enriched soil. If 
it is necessary to use manure it should be very fine and well-rotted. Sow early in drills 
eighteen inches apart and cover firmly one inch deep: thin to three inches apart in the drills. 
One ounce of seed will sow fifty feet of drill; eight pounds is sufficient to plant an acre.

The Culture of the Tomato. 


German—Liebesapfel. French—Pomme-d’ Amour. Spanish—Ajenjo. 

For very early fruit, the seed should be sown in a hot-bed about the first week in 
March, in drills 5 inches apart and one-half an inch deep. Later sowings may be made 
until the last of April. (Sufficient plants for a small garden can be started by sowing 
a few seeds in a shallow box or flower pot and placing inasunny window in the house.) 
When the young plants are 3 to 4 inches high they should be set 4 or 5 inches apart in 
another hot-bed or cold-frame, or transplanted into small pots, allowing a single plant 
to a pot. Expose to the air as much as possible to harden them for planting out. 
Water freely at the time of transplanting into the open ground, and shelter: from the 
sun a few days until the plants are thoroughly established. Tomatoes are easily 
propagated from cuttings and will come into bearing about a week sooner than from 
seed. Cultivate thoroughly as long as the vines will permit, but the last two or three 
workings of the soil should be very shallow (surface cultivation) or the crop may be 
badly injured, especially if the cultivator is run to near the young plants. 

Tomatoes grow splendidly trained to stakes or trellises, and the fruit is 
much improved, not only in appearance, but in quality by so doing (kindly examine 
photograph herewith, which very clearly shows this desirable method of cultivation.) 
This mode of cultivation is quite common among gardeners who grow for early mar- 
ket, and at private places throughout the country; especially is this desirable where 
neatness and at the same time economy of space in the home-garden is desired. The 
usual method is to set one strong plant toastake 5to 7 feet high, tying the plant up 
with wool or other strong, soft twine, and pruning quite freely as the vine advances in 
growth. By this method plants may be set much closer than in the ordinary way. For 
fine, large specimens of high color and attractive appearance generally, grow the clus- 
ters of the fruit in paper sacks, as is commonly practiced by grape growers. These 
paper sacks or bags should be put on when the tomatoes are about three-fourths grown. 
That about 2000 plants will be produced from one ounce of seed, is a safe estimate.

It need not be large to be at- 
tractive, a small lawn, well-kept, affords equal pleasure. It may be 
formed by laying turf (sodding), or by sowing seed. Some time is gained 
by sodding but in many respects it is unsatisfactory, hence the sowing 
of seed is to be preferred. 


PREPARE THE SOIL as early in the Spring asit will break up fine, 
by plowing or digging up thoroughly to 8 or 10 inches inp depth. Grade 
to the desired level, and harrow or rake and roll it until fine and firm. 
Remove all sticks, stones and clods. You cannot do too much in getting 
it into fine condition. The last time over it, should be with rake or har. 
row with teeth set close, then it is ready for the seed. The soil should 
be good, but not over rich. If poor, an application of Wood Ashes, 
Sheep Manure or Bone Meal is advisable. Well-rotted manure is good, 
but there is some danger in using it, from weed seed. 


SOWING THE SEED. Use the best seed obtainable. Our mixtures 
are all of high grade and cannot be excelled. They are cheapest in the 
end. Our long experience enables us to tell which kinds, and the pro- 
per proportions to use in mixing, will give best results. Sow at the rate 
of 80 to 100 pounds per acre, or one pound. to.about 500 square feet. 
Constantly stir the seed while sowing to keep it evenly mixed. Onthis 
account a large vessel of some kind is preferable to a bag. Sow by hand 

oing both ways across the plot, so you will be sure to get it evenly 
Bisinibuted. Do not attempt to scatter the seed to any great distance, but 
let it fall gently, and the heavy as well as the light seeds will then be 
found equally as well sown. Rake Jightly to cover seed; and roll, if the 
surface of soil is dry, to make it firm about the seed. 


SHADY SITUATIONS, if covered with moss, or the ground seems 
out of condition, rake off the surface and apply lime or land plaster. 
Dig up the soil, rake off smooth and sow our Shady Place Mixture, one 
pound of the seed to 500 square feet. 
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MOWING should begin when the grass has become well-rooted, and 
kept up throughout the season as often as occasion demands. Never 
let it get high enough so that the mower will take off the first joint, as 
it is an injury and causes the lawn to look bad. Once each week is 
sometimes necessary in good growing weather. Avoid cutting too close 
when dry and hot. Let the clippings if short, remain on lawn. They 
wither and dry up atonce, form some protection to the roots, and finally 
make a good fertilizer for the grasses. If clippings however, are long, 
they must be removed, as they are not only unsightly, but a positive 
injury to the lawn. Keep the mower sharp and avoid pulling the grass, 
also causing the lawn to have an uneven appearance. 


ROLLING should be done early in the Spring to smooth and firm the 
soil of any unevenness caused by the heaving of the frost during Winter. 


WATER during dry times about once each-week, thoroughly soak- 
ing the soil. This is better for the grass than a little sprinkle, given 
daily, which is really an injury. 

TO GRASS A TERRACE. Take for each square rod a pound of 
lawn grass seed, and mix it with about six cubic feet of good dry garden 
loam. Place it in a tub and add liquid manure, diluted with about two- 
thirds water until the mixture has the consistancy of mortar. Make the 
slope perfectly even and smooth, water it well, then apply the paste in 
a thin, even coat. 


OLD LAWNS, if not filled with bad weeds or undesirable grasses, 
ean be renewed by going over with rake or harrow, sowing twenty to 
forty pounds of our Capitol Mixture per acre, according to the amount 
of bare ground, and follow with rake or harrow to cover seed. It is 
advisable to do this quite early every Spring on all lawns, to keep in 
prime condition. 

FERTILIZERS. After the lawn has been established for a few years 
it will need an application of a good fertilizer, as it will give the sward 
a richer and darker-green color. Barnyard manure should not be used. 
It is objectionable in appearance, odor, weed seeds and cost. See our list 
of fertilizers in back part of this catalogue, for kinds to use and prices.
